A North Carolina juiy found a for¬ 
mer Alberta man guilty of first- 
degree murder Thursday in the 
2008 strangulation of his wife, 
who he said disappeared while 
out for a jog. 

The jury returned the verdict 
against Bradley Cooper, 37, short¬ 
ly before 4 p.m. after deliberat¬ 
ing over three days. Cooper 
showed little emotion as the 
judge read the verdict in a Wake 
County courtroom and he was 
sentenced to life without parole. 

“We’re going to go home and 
get our lives back,” said Garry 
Rentz, father of the victim, Nan¬ 
cy Cooper. 

Prosecutors alleged Cooper 
strangled his wife in the 
overnight hours following a July 
11, 2008 party at a neighbour’s 
home in Cary, a suburb of 
Raleigh. Witnesses testified the 
couple, who appeared headed for 
divorce, argued at the party. 

The man said his wife went for 
a jog on the morning of her dis¬ 
appearance and never returned. 
Her body, clad only in a jogging 
bra, was found at a construction 
site in a subdivision less than 
three miles from the couple’s 
home. 

Cooper had been jailed since 
October 2008, when he was

charged in the case. Jurors also 
could have convicted him of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder. 

The Coopers, both Canadian 
citizens, married in 2000 and 
moved to Cary, N.C., from Cal¬ 
gary a year later. Nancy Cooper 
was a former Edmonton resident. 

In closing arguments Tuesday, 
defence attorneys hammered 
repeatedly on what they called a 
lack of hard evidence linking the 
defendant to his wife’s death. 

“No blood, no bodily fluids, no 
fibres,” attorney Robert Trenkle 
said. 

Assistant District Attorney 
Howard Cummings said the rea¬ 
son for the lack of that evidence 
was that Bradley Cooper had 
cleaned the home so thorough- 

ly- 

Defence attorneys left the 
courtroom without commenting.

Lonely seeming hares not orphans: Experts

When you see a baby hare, 
leave it there. 

That’s the message from 
the Wildlife Rehabilitation 
Society of Edmonton as 
they have become over¬ 
whelmed by calls about 
what are believed to be 
abandoned baby rabbits. 

“When people come 


across a baby hare, they 
tend to think that they’re 
orphans,” said Stephanie 
May, community outreach 
co-ordinator. “They don’t 
see the mom close by.” 

May said baby hares are 
bom without a scent so the 
mother regularly leaves so 
her’s will not attract preda¬ 


tors. She returns at both 
dawn and dusk, though, 
and expects to find her ba¬ 
bies within a one-block ra¬ 
dius of where she left them. 

May has been receiving 
between 10 and 15 calls per 
day this spring about “res¬ 
cued” animals. 

“They’re really kidnap¬ 


ping,” she said. 

Within three days this 
week. May had to return 
seven baby hares to where 
they were taken from. 

May said if anyone is con¬ 
cerned about a baby hare, 
just leave it be and call the 
society at 780-914-4118.

Pipeline won’t 
open until after 
cleanup: Premier 

O Last Friday the leak was reported to be only a few hundred barrels of oil 
O The Energy Resources Conservation Board later said it was 28,000 barrels 



The owner of a broken 
pipeline that has gushed 
4.5 million litres of crude 
oil in northern Alberta is 
taking heat from the 
province’s Conservative 
premier and the leader of 
the federal Green party. 

Premier Ed Stelmach 
says Plains Midstream 
Canada won’t be allowed to 
reopen its aging Rainbow 
pipeline until the oil is 
properly cleaned up, re¬ 
pairs are made and people 
in the nearby aboriginal 
community of Little Buffalo 
are assured it’s is safe. 

“From what 1 can gather 
they could be doing a better 
job,” Stelmach said of the 
company’s efforts Thurs¬ 
day. 

“We are going to hold 
their feet to the fire to 
make sure that they are 
there and they will have to 
pay all of the costs related 
to the cleanup of the spill.” 

As Stelmach faced ques¬ 
tions in Edmonton about 
the largest Alberta pipeline 
spill in 36 years, Elizabeth 
May was in Ottawa calling 
for an immediate investiga¬ 
tion and serious conse¬ 
quences for the company if 


it is found to have been neg¬ 
ligent. 

“There has been a viola¬ 
tion of the federal Fisheries 
Act, not to mention the 
negligence of failing to noti¬ 
fy the public for five days,” 
May said. “We need to en¬ 
sure a full investigation and 
serious sanctions.” 

In Calgaiy, Mike Halla- 
han, vice-president of 
Plains Midstream, tried to 
reassure the public that the 
spill doesn’t pose a health 


threat to people who live in 
the region, including mem¬ 
bers of the Lubicon Cree. 

A school in the First Na¬ 
tions community of Little 
Buffalo has been closed 
since Friday. People in the 
area have reported getting 
headaches, feeling nauseat¬ 
ed and smelling a strong pe¬ 
troleum odour. 

“Although there is an 
odour at the release site, 
the monitors at the site 
have detected no hydrocar¬ 


bon levels above Alberta 
ambient-air-quality guide¬ 
lines, and no negative 
health effects have been re¬ 
ported by workers on site to 
date,” he said. 

“These monitors have 
been in place since Monday 
and have detected no hy¬ 
drocarbon levels whatsoev¬ 
er. We will continue 
monitoring air quality at 
the release site and in sur¬ 
rounding areas.”

With entire neighbour¬ 
hoods half-covered in wa¬ 
ter, Canadian soldiers were 
being deployed in south¬ 
eastern Quebec Thursday to 
help flood victims. 

Militaiy vehicles rum¬ 
bled into the hardest-hit ar¬ 
eas, where soldiers placed 
sandbags to help stop the 
flooding. 

Area residents, mean¬ 
while, struggled to get 
around in canoes and all- 
terrain vehicles. 

The mihtaiy arrived one 
day after Quebec Premier 
Jean Charest asked for help 
from the Canadian Forces. 

About 2,800 people have 
been forced from their 
homes, with aerial images 
showing rows of houses 


half-submerged along the 
Richelieu River. 

The flooding has affected 
3,000 homes and one-third 
of those residences have 
been evacuated. The area’s 
Royal Militaiy College has 
also been cleared. 

A subdued Charest 
toured the flooded areas 
Thursday. He said the gov¬ 
ernment would compen¬ 
sate people and 
municipalities for some of 
the damages. But he 
warned that the govern¬ 
ment couldn’t pay for 
everything. 

“It hurts me to say this 
today. But it’s not true that 
we can compensate every¬ 
thing. It’s impossible.”

Toxins rising in Athabasca: 


A study published in a sci¬ 
entific journal says the 
Athabasca River that flows 
through Alberta’s oilsands 
region has become increas¬ 
ingly contaminated over 
the last decade. 

Hydrocarbon chemicals 
known to be toxic to fish 
and suspected of causing 
cancer in humans increased 
by 40 per cent in river sedi¬ 
ments between 1999 and 


2009, says the paper pub¬ 
lished Thursday in Environ¬ 
mental Science and 
Technology. 

But the polycyclic aro¬ 
matic hydrocarbons remain 
below levels considered 
harmful to humans. 

Using data from govern¬ 
ment monitoring pro¬ 
grams, study author Kevin 
Timoney found that PAH 
levels have been increasing 


by about .05 milligrams per 
kilogram of sediment every 
year. Alberta Environment 
says the average level sits at 
about 1.22 milligrams per 
kilogram. But Timoney’s re¬ 
search finds it has increased 
to 1.72. 

“There is a significant 
upward trend,” said Timo¬ 
ney, an independent Alber¬ 
ta ecologist.

Air Canada will introduce 
a low-cost carrier only if it 
can sustainably reduce 
labour and other costs, 
CEO Calin Rovinescu said 
Thursday. 

“We will not do it unless 
it has the ability to remain 
truly low-cost over the 
long term. It needs to be 
able to avoid the t 5 ^e of 
cost creep that has plagued 
legacy carriers over the 
years,” he said after the an¬ 
nual shareholders’ meet¬ 
ing in Montreal. 

Canada’s largest airline 
failed in its attempt to in¬ 
troduce discount carriers a 
decade ago. The proposed 
model would ramp up to 50 


aircraft and create jobs for 
462 pilots, three times as 
many flight attendants and 
some airport workers. 

Rovinescu said the new 
carrier can work by creat¬ 
ing a fundamentally differ¬ 
ent cost structure to 
profitably operate in holi¬ 
day markets and European 
destinations. 

Approval from Air Cana¬ 
da’s unions is crucial. The 
airline has begun negotia¬ 
tions with its labour groups 
and is hopeful that new col¬ 
lective agreements can be 
reached without disputes.

Go local, CRTC tells carriers 


Canada’s telecommunica¬ 
tions regulator has 
tweaked the rules for 
satellite carriers in a move 
that will force both Bell 
TV and Shaw Direct to car¬ 
ry more local TV stations. 

The Canadian Radio¬ 
television and Telecom¬ 
munications Commission 
says telecom companies 
must carry all stations 
that are part of the Local 


Programming Improve¬ 
ment Fund, which was es¬ 
tablished in 2009 to 
support small- and mid¬ 
sized local stations. 

The changes, which 
take effect on Sept. 1, will 
ensure that Canadian sub¬ 
scribers to both Bell and 
Shaw’s satellite services 
receive the local affiliate 
station of each of the na¬ 
tional TV networks. 


The move comes after 
the CRTC established the 
$ 100-million local pro¬ 
gramming fund to help 
broadcasters. The plan 
was funded by the cable 
and satellite corporations, 
which promptly passed 
the fee on directly to con¬ 
sumers, who complained 
in the tens of thousands. 

Canada’s public broad¬ 
caster praised the CRTC’s 


support of local program¬ 
ming. 

“Local stations provide 
a fundamental public 
service to their communi¬ 
ties,” said Steven Guiton, 
chief regulatory officer of 
CBC/Radio-Ganada. 

“They help define, 
build and sustain the lo¬ 
cal culture and local 
democracy.”

A Canadian drug company 
challenging the Viagra 
patent held by pharmaceu¬ 
tical giant Pfizer will have 
its case heard by the 
Supreme Court. 

Teva Canada was 
granted the leave to appeal 
after the Federal Court re¬ 
jected its request to intro¬ 
duce a generic version of 
the erectile dysfunction 
drug. Pfizer’s patent on the 
drug expires in 2014. 

As as its custom, the 
Supreme Court did not 
give reasons for agreeing to 
hear the case. 

Pfizer Inc., the world’s 
largest drugmaker by rev¬ 
enue, reported first-quarter 
profits of $2.22 billion US, 
an increase of 10 per cent.

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Blockbuster in debt, 
put into receivership 

O Chain’s Canadian arm owes movie studios more than $67M US: Court docs 


Blockbuster’s Canadian 
operations have been 
placed into receivership 
by the Ontario Superior 
Court after the chain 
missed payments on its 
debt. 

Documents filed in 
court say the Canadian 


company acted as guaran¬ 
tor for Blockbuster’s U.S. 
operations, which went in¬ 
to bankruptcy protection 
last September then subse¬ 
quently sold off its assets 
last month. 

The chain has about 
400 stores in Canada, 


which remain open. 

The U.S. side was 
bought by Dish Network 
Corp. last month for $228 
million US in cash. 

Blockbuster is already a 
shadow of its former self 
— when the chain filed for 
bankruptcy protection, it 


was down to 3,000 stores 
in the U.S., less than a 
third of the peak of 9,100 
in 2004. 

There are about 2,400 
currently open with plans 
to close about 700 more by 
mid-April.

TORONTO. A research 
team at Queen’s Univer¬ 
sity has entered the race 
to slim down tablets and 
smartphones with a plas¬ 
tic, flexible protot 5 rpe 
that’s just about paper 
thin. 

The school’s Human 
Media Lab has unveiled a 
t 5 rpe of e-paper technolo¬ 
gy nicknamed the Paper- 
Phone, which is 
described as a bendable 
iPhone. 

The device measures 
9.5 centimetres diagonal¬ 
ly and its electronics are 
housed in a thin, flexible 
film that can be rolled 
up. It has a greyscale E 
Ink screen and has a few 
applications that can 
make phone calls, play 
music, read e-books and 
maps. 

Rather than using but¬ 
tons or touchscreen con¬ 
trols, the plastic device 
responds to different 
bends. Commands are 
triggered by bending the 
comers of the device, or 
rolling the right edge 
backward or forward. 

While creator Roel 
Vertegaal admits the 
technology would likely 
need at least five to 10 
years to go mass market 
in a sophisticated way, 
he boldly claims the re¬ 
search team is onto a 
game-changing technolo¬ 
gy.

Richard Crouse: Mark, it’s 
hammer time! Thor, the 
ball peen superhero, is big, 
loud cheesy fun. It feels a 
bit like an amuse bouche 
to the all-superhero-all- 
the-time Avengers movie 
coming next year, but as 
an origin movie it gets the 
job done. Unlike its star, 
the incredibly buff Chris 
Hemsworth, the movie is a 
bit soft in the middle. It 
starts off well, slows to a 
crawl midway, but as soon 
as Thor Gets His Groove 
back ... er ... Gets His 
Hammer Back, the movie 
gets back on track. What 
did you think? 

Mark Breslin: Well, it did 
feel long to me. In fact, my 
ath ith thtill a bit thor. But 


I liked the way it moved 
back and forth between 
the worlds of Earth and 
Thor’s home planet. It al¬ 
most felt like two differ¬ 
ent movies were going on, 
but just almost. At first I 
couldn’t believe that Ken¬ 
neth Branagh would direct 
a comic book movie, but 
the film does have a 
Shakespearean feel at 
times. What say you, 
Richard? 

RC: It’s a greatest hits of 
Willy’s themes — love, de¬ 
ception, death and daddy 
issues, and Anthony Hop¬ 
kins classes up the joint a 
little bit, although the way 
he chews the scenery it’s 
like he hasn’t eaten in a 
month but I wish it didn’t 


sag in the middle. The Na¬ 
talie Portman love stoiy is 
the weakest thing about 
the movie. 

MB: And Portman is the 
weakest link in the film, 
period. But what about the 
lead, Chris Hemsworth? I 
thought he was very good 
in a ludicrous role, and the 
twinkle in his eye and 
swagger in his step really 
made the part bearable, as 
did his spectacular pecs. 

RC: Couldn’t agree more 
about Portman. She’s mis¬ 
cast. Kat Dennings, in a 
throwaway role that she 
turns into a charismatic 
supporting part, would 
have been a better and 
more interesting lead. As 


for Hemsworth, initially I 
didn’t know if he was go¬ 
ing to cut it with his oh-so- 
serious line deliveiy, but 
later, his realization that 
as “the Mighty Thor” has 
lost some of his powers is 
fun. The movie is actually 
a lot funnier than I 
thought it would be. 

MB: Intentionally funny, I 
might add, which is un¬ 
usual for this kind of 
movie. I liked the visuals 
on Planet Whatever. They 
were rich and deep, which 
is more than I can say for 
the now-mandatory 3-D, 
which I found tepid. But 
not the noise level! Talk 
about Hammer time! I’m 
just getting my hearing 
back now.

O Director Scott Stewart mixes the Old West with a post-apocalyptical 
world in fantasy/action movie O FX background helped Stewart sell film

The American western long 
ago dug its dusty claws into 
virtually eveiy genre of film 
known to man, but it’s with 
horror and science fiction 
that the mark remains 
most resonant. 

Think of any picture di¬ 
rected by John Carpenter, 
from Assault on Precinct 13 
to Ghosts of Mars (even Hal¬ 
loween has shades of the 
ghost town showdown), or 
the Blade series (who is 
Blade if not an urban varia¬ 
tion on Clint Eastwood’s 
Man With No Name) or 
James Cameron’s Aliens 
and Avatar. The time peri¬ 
ods, fashions and levels of 
reality may change, but the 
themes of blazing trails and 
defending against enemies 
within remain the same. 


Director Scott Stewart’s 
new 3-D horror action yam 
Priest however, makes little 
effort to hide its inspira¬ 
tion, wearing its Stetson 
tipped heart on its sleeve. 
The film sees actor Paul 
Bettany pla 3 dng the titular 
man of the cloth who 
breaks his vows of peace to 
rescue his niece from the 
fangs of the hordes of vam¬ 
pires that ravage the Earth, 
all the while mnning afoul 
of a cormpt church (led by 
Christopher Plummer). 


“(Priest) has familiar in¬ 
gredients but a new recipe,” 
says Stewart. “It has all 
these iconic elements. Mo¬ 
torcycles replace horses 
and the look of the film is a 
mix of the 1890’s period 
film and a post-apocal 3 ^tic 
world.” 

Stewart’s background is 
in special effects, having 
worked extensively with 
his own company and with 
Industrial Light & Magic 
creating some of the 
screen’s grandest illusions. 


It’s this ability to under¬ 
stand the aesthetics and 
mechanics of special effects 
that made him the perfect 
choice for such a visual pic¬ 
ture. 

“Because of my FX work 
I can visualize ideas my¬ 
self,” Stewart said. “I can 
show people what I want 
the vampires and cities to 
look like. That was one of 
the ways we got the studio 
on board for how I wanted 
the film to be.” 

Priest is clearly a fantasy, 
yet with its title and bla¬ 
tantly theological themes, 
it is certainly set to court 
controversy. Stewart, how¬ 
ever, isn’t worried about 
any backlash. 

“God is not a bad guy in 
this movie. Some people in¬ 
terpreted Legion as that 
way which it was not. It’s 
about an oppressive gov¬ 
ernment.” 


Something Borrowed

O After touring with Winehouse and Prince, Janelle Monae hits the road 
again with Bruno Mars O Monae says she could roll with anyone 


Like most artists, Janelle 
Monae prepares for a live 
show with a list she fol¬ 
lows, including exercising 
and vocal warm-ups. 

Unlike most artists, 
Monae says her list also in¬ 
cludes the routine of put¬ 
ting her hair in dirt, 
washing and conditioning 
it — and repeating the cy¬ 
cle. She also says that she 
eats “Asian cuisine with 
the bus driver.” 

It’s hard to tell if she is 
joking, but if you know of 
Monae — or her music — 
it wouldn’t be that surpris¬ 
ing. The singer is not your 
t 5 ^ical artist: She’s always 
seen in a tuxedo and rocks 
a pompadour. Her music is 
a blend of alternative, R&B 
and funk sounds and some 


of her songs are inspired 
by things like Muhammad 
Mi's fists, Walt Disney and 
Star Wars. 

The singer’s first fall- 
length CD, the melodra¬ 
matic 18-track epic The 
ArchAndroid, follows a fe¬ 
male android who discov¬ 
ers she is the chosen one 
and is tiying to adapt to 
her new superpowers. The 
disc earned her two Gram¬ 
my nominations and was a 
critical success. The Associ¬ 
ated Press named it the No. 
1 album of 2010. 

Since its release, Monae 
has toured with Prince and 
Amy Winehouse. She’ll 
open for Katy Perry in Sep¬ 
tember and her co-headlin¬ 
ing tour with rising star 
Bruno Mars kicks off 


Wednesday in New York. 

The 25-year-old Monae 
says because of her musical 
style, she’s able to go on 
the road with, pretty 
much, any musician. 

“1 can go an 3 Avhere that 
1 want,” Monae told the AP 
in a phone interview last 
week. “1 could hang with 
(Vogue magazine editor-at- 
large) Andre Leon Talley, 
Karl Lagerfeld ... Big Boi (of 
OutKast), do shows with 
Prince, Stevie Wonder. 1 
mean that’s pretty much 
my life. I’m not boxed in to 
any one thing.” 

The performer said she 
spent 80 per cent of the 
last year on tour, but in¬ 
sists she’s found some 
downtime to record new 
music. 


“Tm veiy inspired right 
now,” she said. “This (new) 
album will definitely 
change lives.” 

Monae and Mars are la- 
belmates. They performed 
a medley together at this 
year’s Grammy Awards, 
along with rapper B.o.B. 
Monae says she’s excited to 
share her music with Mars’ 
fans, and says they can ex¬ 
pect surprises and more 
onstage. “Our shows are 
very high energy and you 
don’t see that a lot,” she 
said. “1 would love to see it 
more — you know when 
you have the artist crowd 
surfing and giving their all. 
And there are a lot of great 
shows out, but what we’re 
doing is not being done.”

The Emmy Awards and 
the four major TV net¬ 
works agreed to an eight- 
year, $66 million deal that 
allows for changes in the 
ceremony, marking its 
63rd year in September. 

After protracted negoti¬ 
ations, the Academy of 
Television Arts & Sci¬ 
ences’ board of governors 


approved the deal 
Wednesday night with 
ABC, CBS, Fox and NBC. 

Reality kingpin Mark 
Burnett, whose credits in¬ 
clude Survivor, Celebrity 
Apprentice and newcom¬ 
er The Voice, will produce 
the ceremony airing Sept. 
18, according to an acade¬ 
my-network statement.

This time, Nashville de¬ 
fenceman Ryan Suter 
yanked him down for a 
holding call, and Kesler 
scored 1:07 later with a 
beautiful goal. He sliced 



through a couple of Preda¬ 
tors and beat Pekka Rinne 
with a wrister from the 
slot. In Game 3, Kesler 
scored in overtime. 

Nashville tried to rally, 
getting Rinne to the bench 
with about 30 seconds left. 
Vancouver took its timeout 
with 29.3 seconds left, and 
Nashville couldn’t hold the 
puck in off the ensuing 
faceoff. Sedin clinched the 
victory with his first goal 
this post-season. 

The Predators opened 
with plenty of energy with 
yet another sellout crowd 
armed with T-shirts to 
paint the arena gold. 

But Vancouver has been 
outshooting and outskat- 
ing Nashville in taking 
both games in Music City.
